that we let him know whether it is factually correct and

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I Talked with Representative Roman C. Pucinski con- 

cerning ms oreaklast visit to the Agency which is now scheduled for 8: 00 A. M. 
Wednesday, 24 May 1967, Mr. Pucinski said the reason for his request to see 
the Director was his concern over the Agency withdrawal from many of the 
programs which it had supported prior to the RAMPARTS/NSA controversy. 

He again repeated his astonishment that these programs could be completely 
eliminated as a result of this adverse publicity. He said he had no strong 
feelings about the retention of the Cuban Freedom Committee as such ( comment- 
ing that he did not have a very high regard for people like Bruce anyway) but 
he did feel that the Cuban Radio and Radio Free Europe should not be permitted 
to go down the drain as a result of these articles. He said he was willing to 
do anything to help and, therefore, had requested this meeting with the 
Director. 
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
